m aking 
in q u ir y 
concerning the ca­ 
pacity In which 
Mrs. Mary 
Grace 
Quadkenboss was employed, and the 
am ount of money paid her. 
The reso­ 
lution, he declared, w as an unnecessa­ 
ry attack on the d ep artm en t of justice 
for doing its duty. 
Replying to Mr. Clark, Mr. Caulfield 
denounced 
A ttorney 
G eneral Bona­ 
parte. 
“ He does not know the law,” he 
charged, “ and is unw orthy of the high 
place a t th e head of the dep artm en t of 
justice.” 
H e produced court records tending 
to show th at in the last five years 
“the nam e of A ttorney General Bona­ 
p arte does not appear as counsel In any 
case in the suprem e court of the U nit­ 
ed S tates.” 
Mr. Clark said fu rth er th at for ten 
y ears previous to enterin g the cabinet 
Mr B onaparte had appeared only thir­ 
teen tim es out of 400 cases in the Ma­ 
ryland court of appeals. 
In three of
